AMERICAN PRAIRIES. 


H’hy Tier Have Mo Trees—Views of 
Jadfe Cates, of illinois!. 
New York San. 
Judge Caton, of Illinois, who is favor­ 
ably known by his observations in natural 
history and his notes ot travel in the north 
of Europe, has devoted to 
analogous 
studies much of his leisure since his retire­ 
ment from tne bench some fifteen years 
ago. In the volume of Miscellanies now 
puoiished bv Houghton. Osgood S; C o, 
me author's professional aud public lite is 
represented by certain occasional papers 
and addresses.

Tne final outcome ol J uJgc Caton'a stud? 
of this subject ?s that the absence of tor 
eets on our prairies at a given historical 
epoch is mainly chargeable to fortuitous 
causes. He does not nesitate to eudorsc 
toe popular opinion, watch has for some 
time been discredited among scientists 
that among the most important of tho ae 
auding causes is tire, akhougn the exhaus­ 
tion ot the soil and lls replenistm tuts with 
particular 
elements 
have 
doubtless 
had some influence. 
He points out 
a 
peculiar 
obstacle 
to 
the 
re growth of trees alter their combustion 
in these localities. The hard, lmoeuatrabie 
character of the sward formed Ly rn »si ut 
the herbtceou* vegetation of the prairies 
is a serious impediment lo the germiuatiou 
of arboreal seeds when by accident tuev 
tall upon it. The difficulty is mechanical, 
not chemical. 
The immense prolusion ut 
strong roots with which the prairie heros 
are furnished from a complete mat on the 
surface of the ground, and penetrate to a 
great depth. It is this extraordinary sys­ 
tem of capillary feeders which enables the 
herbaceous vegetation not only to survive 
the action of fire, but to remain green aud 
vigorous duriog the long drouths, which 
occur so much more frequently on the 
prairies than in the timbered lands and in 
mountainous 
countries. 
These 
long 
drouths undoubtedly exert their lull lence 
also to prevent the facundallon of arboreal 
seeds on the prairies, or to destroy the 
young plants, or at least to prepare them 
from certain destruction when the aulu rn 
nal tires sweep over them. This explana­ 
tion of the absence of trees is further sup­ 
ported by Judge Caton’s assurance that 
wherever the urea have been kept Dom ( bu 
groves ot the settlers, these plantations have 
rapidly encroached upon the prairies. I'm* 
tact he regards as conclusively established 
by careful observation through more than 
thirty-five years, during which he has been 
an eye witness of the settlement of the 
western country.
